REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


The town’s annual report provides readers with the opportunity to gain information on town’s 
financial matters and programs, various department, board and committee activities, as well asa 
retrospective on events of the past year and a look into our town’s future. The Selectmen’s Report 
seeks to briefly highlight those activities. The individual reports submitted by departments and 
committees of the town present a summary of the variety of activities conducted by the government 
of the largest town in Cheshire County. 

Some of the issues and activities to which we wish to draw attention include: 


The town’s first full time career firefighter, Fire Chief Norm Skantze, came on board in 
October. A full time manager for the fire department provides the support needed to ensure 
that our volunteer firefighters and emergency medical personnel can be successful (and safe) 
in fulfilling their mission to provide service to our town. An administrative headquarters for 
the department has been established at West Station and renovations to better accommodate 
this use are now underway. As approved by voters, an Advisory Committee (which included 
members of the fire department, public safety organizations and citizens) assisted Selectmen 
in the recruitment process. We express our appreciation to committee members Charlie 
Beauregard, Bruce Bohannon, Mark Boynton, Mike Bresnahan, Rich Busick, Darren Naeck, 
Sue Simonds and Dave Whipple. 

A new advisory committee focused on the town’s economic climate was established by the 
Board in 2008. This committee’s charge includes the development of strategies and initiatives 
to promote the town as a place to grow or start a business and strengthen the identity of 
Swanzey in our region and state. 

Reconstruction of the road connecting Carlton Road to South Road in the east village was 
completed resulting in the construction of a retaining wall known as “The Great Wall of 
Swanzey”. FEMA and the State of New Hampshire funded a large portion of the work 
required to stabilize this road’s embankment and original 14’ “one way — at a time” lane. 
Selectmen elected to invest additional town dollars to reconstruct this connecting road as a 
20’ two lane highway. It is hoped that these improvements will reduce traffic traveling 
through the historic east village along Webber Hill to Flat Roof Mill Road. 

The town’s work, in partnership with several state, federal and non-profit agencies who are 
spearheading the planned removal of the Homestead Woolen Mill Dam, continued in 2008. It 
is hoped that this work will culminate in 2009 with removal of the dam and installation of 
scour countermeasures to protect the town’s Thompson Covered Bridge. The town’s project, 
focused on protection of the covered bridge, is currently in design. The plan in development 
includes installation of a containment structure below water level around the bridge pier and 
barbs upstream designed to direct the river’s flow through the bridge’s spans and away from 
its pier and abutments. Dam removal plans call for installation of 3 rock vane structures 
spanning the river at the existing dam location to facilitate fish passage for shad, the project’s 
target species. The vanes will also maintain a higher water level between the covered bridge 
and the northernmost rock structure than other removal alternatives considered. Since 
public meetings first raising the question of the dam’s removal and its impact on the covered 
bridge began in 2000, we hope that this project will be complete before the end of this decade. 
Almost all of Swanzey’s residents were more fortunate than our neighbors to the east who, as 
a result of an ice storm in mid-December, went days or weeks without essential utility 
services and whose properties were damaged by falling trees and limbs which blocked roads 
and driveways. Through the mutual aid system, Swanzey personnel provided assistance to 
Jaffrey (with our DPW assisting to clear roads) as well as Peterborough and Temple (with our 
firefighters and equipment manning stations). While providing this assistance we were 
grateful that our town was in large part unscathed. The experiences of our neighbors did 
emphasize the need to improve our emergency power capacity at essential facilities. Projects 
resulting in acquisition of a generator and transfer switch at the West Station and a larger 
generator (equipped to run all essential systems) at the Police Department/Emergency 
Operations Center are underway. This year’s recommended budget includes funding, to be 
used to match grant dollars, to update both the Town’s Hazard Mitigation Plan and 
Emergency Operations Plan. The Board commends Emergency Management Director Bruce 


Bohannon for his leadership on these projects and continuing efforts to make certain that, in 
the event of an emergency, our town’s “team” is prepared. 

e The Town’s Open Space Committee was honored by the Monadnock Conservancy’s bestowal 
of the “Philip Faulkner Award” recognizing this group’s community service “blending 
thoughtful land use planning and conservation with well-conceived community development 
and included a high degree of collaboration among many stakeholders”. We are grateful to 
have such a dedicated and talented group of citizens working to preserve our town’s rural 
character. Their efforts to seek outside resources to support our community’s priorities 
should be commended. 

e “Swanzey Rural Character” will premiere on May 30, 2009 at the MRHS auditorium. The 
hour-long film celebrates Swanzey’s special people, traditions and places. The film was 
inspired by interviews with 65 citizens, and was undertaken by a MRHS student as his senior 
project under the stewardship of the town’s Open Space Committee. The Swanzey Rural 
Character project has grown to include an archive of oral histories at the Historical Museum, 
as well as designation of Swanzey’s Troubadour Laureate. 

e The Granite State Rural Water Association honored the Sewer Commission’ s Chief Operator 
Scott Self as its “Operator of the Year” during 2008. Scott should be applauded for the 
innovative, practical and cost effective solutions he has designed and implemented. They 
assist the Town in its efforts to meet the challenges posed by the operating permit issued for 
the town’s wastewater treatment plant in the west village. 

e As 2008 drew to a close, we were honored to have a Moore Nanotechnologies Systems 
recognized by the State of New Hampshire for its innovative spirit as “Company of the Year”. 
We are proud that our town was selected as the site for this company’s new facility currently 
under construction in the town’s tax increment financing district. 

In the hopes of improving voter participation in the town and school’s district official ballot voting on 
March 10*, polling hours have been expanded. We encourage you to come to the polls between 8 
a.m. and 7 p.m. to cast your votes on issues facing our town and school district. Questions facing 
voters include election of officers, zoning amendments, budgets for the town and school district, 
organization of the school board, facility improvements and others. 


The Selectmen wish to thank our town’s volunteers, board, committee and commission members, 
firefighters, rescue and emergency management personnel and employees in all the Town’s 
departments for their commitment to serve, as it is the key ingredient in our town’s successes. Much 
of what happens in our town is dependent upon volunteer efforts. If you have an interest - sports, 
hiking, biking, history, public safety, gardening, reading, working with kids or the elderly —- we can 
use you!

TOWN HALL 


Town Hall is the hub of town government activity. Its staff links citizens, town officials, departments 
and the Town’s numerous boards and committees in addition to providing the administrative and 
financial operational support necessary for a local government. Direct services are provided to 
citizens and others at Town Hall. Town Hall staff often receives, and directs, calls from residents and 
others who seek information regarding other town departments, properties in town, state and local 
regulations or activities occurring in the region. 


The Town’s election officials and staff certainly had a work out in 2008 with record setting 
participation in the Presidential Primary, followed quickly by Official Ballot Voting for town and 
school matters, the State Primary in September and culminating in the November General Election. 
All of the town’s departments pitched in assisting election officials to operate the polls and associated 
parking area in an efficient and effective manner. Thanks are extended to the Department of Public 
Works, Police and Fire Department personnel who were called upon repeatedly in 2008 to ensure an 
effective democratic process. 


Information on some of the services available at Town Hall is provided below: 


Town Clerk’s Office: The Town is now “on-line” with the Department of Motor Vehicles allowing 
residents the opportunity to conduct a greater menu of transactions locally — avoiding a trip to DMV 
in Keene. Dog licensing, vital records and related licenses are also processed through this office. 
Support for required elections is provided too. Although also available on the town’s web site, the 
public may access the minutes of the various boards and committees of the town by contacting this 
office. 


Tax Collector’s Office: Information related to property, timber and excavation taxes as well as utility 
billing may be obtained from the Tax Collector. Payments may be made by mail or in person. The 
Tax Collector’s Office also accepts and processes the annual inventory forms required to be filed by 
property owners. In addition, taxpayers may obtain information regarding available tax credits and 
exemptions here. 


Land Use Office: This office is responsible for is responsible for assisting the public and various 
Town boards and committees with questions and concerns regarding planning, zoning, land use 
regulations, building codes/permits and code enforcement. During 2008, the Town issued 
approximately 160 building permits. The estimated value of this construction was $9,837,723. 
While new housing construction was down from prior years, the steady flow of permits for electrical 
upgrades and renovations continued. Building permit revenues were also boosted by 2 large 
commercial projects. The Land Use Office would like to thank all of the volunteers who serve on the 
various land use boards. On occasion, Board and Committee members are put in the position of 
having to make very difficult decisions — decisions that not everyone always agrees with. The 
dedication, hard work and genuine concern that the Board members afford to each and every 
applicant and affected property owners is to be commended. 


Town Hall staff maintains the town’s web site, www.town.swanzey.nh.us making information about 
the activities of your town’s government and around town available 24/7. As time permits in 2009, 
we hope to make further improvements to the town’s site and appreciate visitors’ suggestions. 


By participating in town government, each and every citizen makes Swanzey a better place. Your 
input, efforts and support is needed for the many community events and projects that make Swanzey 
special. If you would like to serve on a committee, volunteer to help with an event, or would like to 
find out more information about your town or its government, please contact us at Town Hall.

PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board consists of 10 members - all of whom are volunteers. Six are elected, one is a 
Selectmen’s representative and three are appointed as alternate members. The Board meets on the 
first and third Thursdays of each month at 7:00 p.m. at Town Hall. The public is always welcome 
and encouraged to attend. Agendas and minutes of the Planning Board can be found on the Town’s 


website at www.town.swanzey.nh.us. 


During the past year, the Board addressed the typical range of applications; from home occupations 
to major subdivisions and everything in between. However, there have been a couple of projects of 
particular note, including a large industrial-manufacturing project in the Town’s industrial park off 
of Route 32 and Safford Drive; the relocation of a transportation company from Keene to Swanzey; 
the establishment of a tractor and related equipment business on Route 10; and the opening of a 
year-round farm stand (specializing in local products) on Route 32. During the upcoming year, 
residents will likely see the construction of 38 units of elderly housing along Route 12 and a facility 
off Route 10/Matthews Road dedicated to greyhound rescue. 


Towards the end of 2008, the Board also reviewed proposed zoning amendments. Eleven 
amendments will be submitted to the voters in March 2009. Detailed information about these 
amendments can be found on the Town’s website. In addition, Town Planner Carbonneau is 
available to answer any questions regarding the amendments.

ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment (ZBA) meets on the 3™ Monday of each month at 7:00 p.m. at the 
Town Hall with the exception of February when it meets on the 24 Monday. Notices of public 
hearings are posted at the Town Hall and the two post offices. In addition, notices are published in 
the Keene Sentinel and sent by certified mail to all abutters. Agendas and minutes are available for 
review at the Town Hall or on the Town’s website at www.town.swanzey.nh.us 


The function of the ZBA is to consider applications from property owners for the following: requests 
for variances, requests for special exceptions, appeals from administrative decisions and requests for 
equitable waivers from dimensional requirements. The actions and powers of zoning boards are 
strictly controlled by New Hampshire law. For example, criteria for granting variances have been 
established by New Hampshire case law. All towns must utilize that exact criteria and if the 
applicant meets all the criteria, the variance must be granted. 


The Swanzey Zoning Ordinance is available on the Town’s website at www.town.swanzey.nh.us The 
Swanzey Zoning Ordinance was adopted in 1947 and numerous amendments to the ordinance have 
been made throughout the years. When zoning amendments are proposed, public hearings are held 
by the Planning Board in order to solicit input. For any zoning amendment to be adopted, it must be 
voted on by the citizens of the Town. The ZBA encourages Swanzey residents to take an active role in 
the development of regulations that affects each and every one of you.

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SWANZEY POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The members of the Swanzey Police Department were faced with a very broad and diverse variety of 
calls in 2008. As in recent years past, the increase in residential and commercial growth in Cheshire 
County certainly contributed to an increase in demands on our agency. We were fortunate to be at 
full staffing levels during the entire year, something we have not enjoyed for several years, and this 
allowed us to handle those challenges and to provide professional, quality service to our customers. 
2008 did, however, bring one change to our “team.” In May, I presented a restructuring plan to the 
Selectmen with regard to the police department. After receiving their approval to implement that 
plan, the position of part-time office clerk was phased out effective July 1st. This position had 
originally been created to provide clerical assistance to the department while the Swanzey Police 
Department managed the eight town Regional Prosecutor Program which has since transitioned to 
the County. I want to thank the outstanding contributions that Janet Trombley made to our 
department during the two and half years she served in that position. 


Our officers continue to investigate many serious and complex cases. Many of these cases take a 
great deal of time and effort to work on. We continue to see the affect the growing heroin problem in 
Cheshire County has placed not only on law enforcement, but on families affected by loved ones 
becoming addicts. The heroin problem is wide spread and it has been the root cause of many of our 
most serious cases. 


What should be well noted is, that since we have finally been at full authorized strength for an entire 
year, our proactive policing with regard to motor vehicle violation enforcement has increased 
dramatically. This very visible form of policing is essential to improve the quality of life in our 
community and to keep our streets safer for all who travel through our town. I believe that there is a 
direct correlation to our enforcement efforts and the fact that accidents are down 38% this year, as 
compared to 2007. We have also seen the number of motorists arrested for driving under the 
influence increase by 70% during this same time frame. 


The transition to the County of the Regional Prosecutor Program continues to do well. Several more 
Cheshire County towns have joined the program and have helped to financially support the excellent 
work done by the County Attorney’s Office. This has been a major step forward in providing quality 
prosecutions in the county. 


During the past year we've continued to strive to improve our customer service. We continue to 
regularly visit our schools, interacting with both the staff and the students in a positive manner. We 
again provided a year long internship opportunity for a local high school senior who expressed an 
interest in a law enforcement career. We stand behind our Department’s Core Values; Fairness, 
Compassion and Integrity. Our Core Values are the key to how we deliver our services. 


Our officers continue to attend professional development and advanced training programs to help us 
stay on the leading edge of law enforcement technology and concepts. The Swanzey Police 
Department believes strongly in being a “team player.” We continue to focus on working 
harmoniously with other town departments to improve the quality of life in Swanzey. 


I am very proud to be a member of the Swanzey Police Department. Swanzey is fortunate to have 
caring and conscientious personnel in their police department. I would like to thank every one of our 
officers and support staff for their dedication and the professionalism displayed while performing 
their duties. I encourage members of the community to get to know their police officers. I look 
forward to citizens stopping by the station, asking questions, and learning what we do. I believe it is 
important for us to have a partnership with the community we serve. I think they will like what they 
see and hear. Our officers help keep Swanzey a safe community. It is, however, a very busy 
community with regard to police activities and demands. The following is some statistical 
information with regard to incidents the Swanzey Police Department handled in 2008.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT ANNUAL REPORT 2008 


The Swanzey Fire Department strives to provide residents and visitors with a professional response 
to the emergency needs of our community. This is accomplished by working in cooperation with our 
emergency response partners, including the mutual aid departments of Southwest Mutual Aid, 
Swanzey Police, Diluzio Ambulance Service and Swanzey Office of Emergency Management. 


The department is comprised of over sixty call Firefighters, and Emergency Medical Technicians, 
assigned to three separate stations and nine Engine and Rescue Companies. Each station; East 
Station, Center Station and West Station, is supervised by a station Captain and three Lieutenants 
appointed to oversee the personnel and apparatus at each station. The geographic orientation of the 
three stations provides a quick response to emergencies within their respective districts. 


As a result of action at the annual town meeting, voters authorized the Board of Selectmen to 
appoint Swanzey’s first career Fire Chief. The Selectmen employed the services of the Local 
Government Center to provide guidance in the initial screening of applicants and a local review 
board, comprised of town officials and citizens, narrowed the applicants to a finalist who was 
interviewed by the Board of Selectmen. Norman W. Skantze of Bristol, NH was selected and 
appointed as Chief in October. 


Initially, the new Chief has been interacting with the Selectmen, town officials, residents and the 
members of the department to gain a better understanding of the organization. Swanzey Fire 
Department has a long tradition of providing excellent service to the town and the surrounding area. 
The benefit of a career chief is to provide consistent administrative support and leadership to the 
department and personnel and serve as a liaison. 


The early goals of the Chief have been to review current policies and practices of the department. By 
capitalizing on existing practices that have worked well in the past, and then implementing new 
policies and procedures to address areas for improvement, the result will be to increase the overall 
effectiveness and success of the organization. In an effort to accomplish these objectives, the 
department has assigned new responsibilities to department officers; re-established monthly engine 
and emergency medical training; assessed response protocols; and are working toward standardizing 
equipment used by the department. Another early goal of the department is to assess and improve 
the overall occupational health and safety of firefighters and EMS providers. 


With respect to apparatus, the Swanzey Fire Department utilizes five engines, one 3000-gallon 
tanker, one large diameter hose truck, two medium duty rescue vehicles, two forestry trucks and an 
inflatable rescue boat. Last year the town approved the purchase of a new engine which was 
delivered this past summer and is now in service at East Station. In the fall of 2008, three pieces of 
apparatus were removed from service, including the engine replaced in East Station along with a 
1970’s vintage engine from the Center and a 1953 forestry vehicle. The department is in the process 
developing specifications for replacement of the 1962 Mack Tanker assigned to the Center Station. 


In addition to the immediate need to replace the tanker, the department is also evaluating the 
serviceability of several other pieces of apparatus, all of which are over twenty years old. In order to 
accomplish this task, a Fire Department Capital Improvement Committee has been formed to analyze 
the needs and prioritize the order of replacement of all capital assets assigned to the department. 
The long term goal is to use the work of the committee as the basis of recommendations to the 
Selectmen and the voters. 


The department also provides a number of non-emergency services which includes fire prevention 
education, close work with the town’s planning, zoning and building departments, a wide range of 
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fire inspection activities that include plans review, life safety inspections, woodstove and oil burner 
inspections, to name a few. 


Currently, the department is in the process of making improvements to the West Station. Working 
with the town’s Grounds & Facilities Supervisor and staff, modest renovations to the existing space 
have been made including the creation of office space and improved work areas creating a 
department headquarters. The Chief, Deputy, Fire Inspector, EMS Coordinator and other 
administrative officers will be consolidated at the West Station. This will provide for better 
communications and coordination of services. 


With the winter heating season upon us, we want to remind residents and business owners of the 
potential dangers associated with heating devices, including wood and coal stoves, gas and oil fired 
appliances. All heating devices are regulated by the State Fire Code and National Fire Protection 
Association Standards adopted by reference. This past year the State Legislature passed Amelia’s law 
which includes the requirement for licensing for gas fitters and installers of propane devices. 
Residents may obtain installation information and request inspections by contacting the department 
by calling 358-6455 Monday through Friday. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the men and women who serve the town as Officers, 
Firefighters, Emergency Medical Technicians as well as the Board of Selectmen, town office staff, 
Swanzey Police Department, Public Works Director and Grounds and Facilities Supervisor, all of 
whom have been instrumental in assisting me during the my transition to Chief of the town’s Fire 
Department. 


I would like to also recognize the service of one member of the Swanzey Fire Department, Captain 
Gerry Bell who will mark his 60 year with the department on March 3, 2009. Captain Bell has, and 
continues to serve, with distinction as Captain of the Center Station.

SWANZEY EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT OFFICE 


The Emergency Management Office is located in the Swanzey Police Station at 34 Eaton Road. There 
are currently two part time employees and several volunteers. 


Part of Swanzey (Westport Village) is located within the 10 mile emergency planning zone (EPZ) of the 
Vermont Yankee Nuclear Power plant located in Vernon, Vermont. In 2009 we will be preparing for 
two Vermont Yankee drills and one graded Vermont Yankee Exercise. During graded exercises, the 
Emergency Operations Center (EOC) is observed and evaluated by Homeland Security, Bureau of 
Emergency Management and the Federal Emergency Management Agency. Participating in the drills 
and exercises at the Emergency Operations Center are Emergency Management, Selectmen, Police, 
Fire and Public Works. The group works well as a team and has been noted for their excellent 
direction, control and functioning in a purposeful and effective manner. The team has also been 
noted for their dedication and taking their roles in drills and exercises seriously. 


Emergency Management continues to stay active in “All Hazards Public Health Planning” and 
disaster preparation. We continue to upgrade and update technical equipment to ensure the most 
effective means of communication. One major communication addition this year has been the 
CodeRed high-speed telephone emergency notification service. The CodeRed system gives town 
officials the ability to deliver pre-recorded emergency telephone notification messages to targeted 
areas or to the entire town. To be included in the notification database, individuals or businesses 
can fill out a “CodeRed Residential and Business Data Collection” form found on the Town of 
Swanzey website www.town.swanzey.nh.us. Those without internet service may obtain a data 
collection form at the Swanzey Town Hall during regular business hours and return the completed 
form to the Swanzey Police Station. 


A 10,000 watt generator and a generator transfer switch were purchased for the West Swanzey Fire 
Station. Also a new radio tower and a 30KW generator were obtained for the Police Station and will 
be installed in January. Staff of the Emergency Management Office has also been busy meeting 
State and Federal requirements for education, training and certifications. All in all, it has been a 
very busy and productive year for Emergency Management.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 
Highways, Streets & Bridges | 


While 2008 didn’t break the all-time snowfall record for Concord, the year shall go down as one of 
the most active seasons I’ve ever experienced. The storms came often in January and February and 
continued into the beginning of March. Road salt became a hot commodity as the supplier could not 
get enough for our area. This forced us to be creative in how we could acquire salt. The tough 
winter also took a toll on the equipment. It seemed as if we suffered at least one breakdown per 
storm in January. This was the first time that I have seen the department finish the winter season 
with no money in the overtime, salt, and repair budgets; in addition the fuel prices rose to 
unprecedented levels. I know the winter left a lasting impression on me and I hope this was the 
exception and not the new norm. 


The April 2007 rains gave us an issue on the short hill off Carlton Road. March 2008 rains brought 
that to the forefront when the bank gave way. Since FEMA was onboard, this project was 99% 
completed this year with a wider road replacing the old one. 


This year we were able to chip seal 2.6 miles of road. Top coat paving which should have been done 
on Webber Hill Road was deferred so that all that area could be top coated at once. Part of Carlton 
Road was shimmed this year, as well as some spots on Christian Hill where the road had broken up. 


This year the department was able to cut a lot of brush from the sides of the roads. This has been a 
constant problem and one that we will continue to work on next year. This year’s wet conditions 
made maintaining our gravel roads more of a chore. Also, numerous washouts and pot holes had to 
be repaired. The DPW crew put a new parking area and apron in for the new fire chief as he makes 
his new office area at the west station. 


Residents are urged to call the DPW (352-7116) with any road issues or to report street lights that 
are out.

Cemeteries, Facilities & Parks Maintenance 


With a full crew, spring clean-up was completed in early May and in all cemeteries prior to the 
Memorial Day. Rainfall in June and July was fairly normal and did not impact our mowing 
schedule, but August was a different story, as we had a considerable amount of rain. We spent a 
great deal of time cutting trees and brush in Oak Hill and Mt. Caesar Cemeteries. 


Burial lots assigned for 2008 totaled 15: 12 at Mountain View Cemetery, 2 at Oak Hill Cemetery and 
1 at Westport Cemetery. There were a total of 46 burials, of which, 27 were full burials and 19 
cremations. Two new sections were laid out in Mountain View Cemetery and one new section was 
laid out in Oak Hill Cemetery. These lots will be available as they are needed. 


At the Carpenter Home new tile floors were installed in two of the resident rooms and time was spent 
repainting the interior of the porch. One of the large slider doors in the porch area was removed and 
replaced with a window to create a work area for the staff. With the assistance of a grant awarded 
the home, a fire suppression hood was installed on the kitchen range addressing an outstanding life 
safety concern. We also spent time maintaining the brush around the stone walls at the home. 


General maintenance projects were addressed at the town’s ball fields and recreational facilities. At 
the South Road ball fields minor roof leaks in the snack shack were repaired. There were several 
acts of vandalism done to two of the dugouts which will be repaired. In addition, a building was 
moved from Brown Field to South Road for trash and a faucet was replaced in the kitchen. The 
garage was repainted at Brown Field. Improvements at Richardson Park focused on facility 
plumbing. Containers to promote recycling at these recreational facilities were added for the 2008 
season. The bench along the beach at the Wilson Pond boat launch was rebuilt as well. 


Work completed at the town’s covered bridges included repairs to Cresson due to damage resulting 
from an over height motor vehicle and the guard rails and the interior of Carlton were painted. Knox 
boxes were installed in all of the bridges improving emergency personnel’s ability to access fire 
panels at these locations. Over height vehicles continue to damage the town’s covered bridges 
several times a year. Residents and travelers are reminded of the need to be attentive to both the 
height, weight and trailer restrictions required to preserve the town’s covered bridges. 


Several minor projects completed at various town facilities included: replacement of an entry door at 
Center Station, installation of a screen door and shelves at Town Hall and grounds modifications at 
the Police Station accommodating a new sign. Many town facilities, identified as initial priorities, 
were also marked with new location signage to conform to 9-1-1 addressing standards. In addition, 
the newly installed signs are a standard color and include the town’s seal.

RECYCLING CENTER 


A year of change-way up and way down! 


First the good news. Again, recyclables continue to increase while MSW (non-recyclables) continues 
to decrease. Well done again! Our income from recyclables and fees has topped $115,000. Another 
good year. 


On the down side, the markets for recyclables are gone!-temporarily of course. Some commodities 
now have “negative prices” (it now costs to ship). We are storing what we can and are shipping only 
positive revenue and break even commodities for as long as we can, while we wait for the eventual 
economic turn around. Suffice it to say that 2009 will be a very lean year. But, remember that 
giving away recyclables is still much cheaper than landfilling them. 


Regretfully, our two new plastic programs have fallen by the wayside primarily due to economic 
conditions. We thank you for supporting these programs and your willingness to participate in new 
recycling initiatives. 


Many of you have seen and commented on how much busier the Center is becoming. We borrowed a 
traffic counter for 4 weeks this summer and found that the Center is seeing over 2,100 vehicle trips 
per week! Surprised us too! So, if we politely ask you to try to sort more at home or to move a little 
more quickly, do not take it personally. We are squeezing a lot of stuff through a small facility. 


As mentioned in last year’s report, we have been looking at a new facility to handle the increasing 
demands of the Town. We have now requested that this project be put on hold temporarily. We are 
examining major changes in the industry which could markedly impact the type of facility we would 
require. We would be pleased to go into more detail upon request. 


And speaking about “change”-how many coins do you think you could hide in a sofa. A sofa (also 
known as our “cash couch”) was dropped off last summer which contained 220 coins totaling $13.99 
(all duly recorded as income). If you can top that, let us know (and drop off that sofa!). 


And as always, thank you for your support. This is your Center, and you are the ones who make it 
work.

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SEWER COMMISSION REPORT 


Most of 2008 has been relatively quiet for the sewer commission. 


There have been a few new hookups in North Swanzey. Currently under construction and 
soon to be added to the user list is Moore Nanotechnology in the North Swanzey Industrial 
Park and the Fast Friends facility off Route 10. 


The Commission has begun the planning process to deal with the town’s share (4.7%) of the 
upgrade to the Keene Wastewater Treatment Plant. This upgrade is required by the EPA due 
to the new phosphorous limits Keene is required to meet. 


The systematic program of cleaning and inspecting the sewer lines in West Swanzey is 
continuing. Each year a different section is worked on and has proved to be quite an 
effective way of ensuring all the lines are in good shape. 


As construction for the Owens Drive condominiums continues the result will be adding more 
users to share the operational costs of the plant in West. 


The Commission is thankful that Scott Self and Tom Hastings keep both systems running 
smoothly. As both North and West systems expand the work load also becomes greater. 
Our operators maintain 3 pump stations, a lagoon system, over 200 manholes and more 
than five miles of collection system. 


The Commission is pleased to announce that Scott Self was named Sewer Plant Operator of 
the Year by the Granite State Rural Water Association.

REPORT OF HEALTH DEPARTMENT

For 2008, the State DHHS, West Nile/EEE Program concentrated on trapping mosquitoes for testing. 
A total of 10,020 mosquito pools statewide were tested with 1 testing positive for West Nile Virus and 
8 for EEE. No human cases were detected. 


New for 2008 is HB 1405 which deals with outdoor wood boilers. This bill went into effect August 
10, 2008. Literature on HB 1405 is available at the Town Hall. A permit is required for installation. 
Contact the Town Code Enforcement Officer for information. 


Pamphlets on RSA 125-N, a state law which prohibits residential trash burning, are available at the 
Town Hall.

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CARPENTER HOME 


The Carpenter Home is an assisted living facility for the elderly and is located on 230 acres near the 
Swanzey Town Hall. Lucy Carpenter granted the home and land, with a sizeable restricted 
endowment, to the Town of Swanzey. The Home provides assisted living services in a comfortable 
rural setting to both private pay and Medicaid recipients. 


The facility is licensed for 16 residents and currently serves 13. Although resident census has yet to 
reach capacity, steps are being taken to do so and progress continues to be made toward this goal. 


Work continues on the home. We have purchased two new energy efficient refrigerators, updated the 
floors, built closets, and installed new energy efficient windows on the porch. The home received a 
grant and purchased a hood for over the kitchen stove plus two fire doors. A plan was designed for 
our new heating system; bids have gone out and hopefully this work will begin soon. 


During 2008, the Carpenter Home stayed busy. We hosted an open house in October which was very 
successful and at Christmas, our holiday party was just what we needed after all the bad weather. 
Many thanks to Judy Bohannon for the beautiful wreaths and flowers she sent to help us celebrate 
the season. The garden club helped us to brighten the outdoors with flowers planted down our 
walkway. The club members also made baskets of flowers with the residents during the spring and 
winter seasons. 


The residents attended the Senior Swingers Show in the fall and then in December had the 
opportunity to attend the Christmas Concert. Both of these shows were held at the Monadnock 
Regional High School. The residents enjoyed both of these events. 


Our activities coordinator, Deb Wright, continues to bring her artistic talent to improve our daily 
programs with the residents. Everyone looks forward to all the activities. 


We continue to improve the quality of our services, which in turn improves the quality of life for each 
of our residents. 


As administrator, I want to thank all who have supported our facility with their time and donations. 
We welcome anyone who would like to come in and volunteer, especially anyone who can play the 
piano.

MOUNT CAESAR UNION LIBRARY 


Mt. Caesar Union Library bustled through 2008, a year of activity and progress. The 
upstairs meeting room saw some new usage, including monthly meetings of local teachers 
and hobbyists. Miss Katy returned with her popular music and movement program for 
toddlers and was held over for the whole summer by public demand. The Summer Reading 
Program earned record numbers of sign-ups (96!), and a grant was received for the final 
reading program party featuring live Australian wildlife. The Hourglass Readers performed 
dramatic readings of Shakespeare and Sheridan. A holiday movie night for kids was 
arranged, but sadly was snowed out. A rescheduled movie night will take place during 
February break. 


Assistant librarian Melinda Doolittle now staffs some of the same hours as the library 
director, so great progress is being made in the library collection and arrangements. The 
large print and adult biography sections have been moved and rearranged for better access 
and a young adult section has been created separate from the juvenile fiction. The State 
Talking Books Program divested itself of its’ large print collection, and Mt. Caesar is 
receiving many of those copies. As the patronage has increased, so have the requests for 
Inter-library loans; the extra staffing is allowing this to go smoothly. Projects for the 
upcoming year include rationalizing the mystery and fiction sections and fixing bar 
code/title mix-ups dating from when the catalog was computerized. 


The historic old building is still going strong, with a few ailments during 2008. The major 
event was the erosion of the portico ceiling caused by roof leaks. A new roof is in progress of 
completion. The library is looking into the possibility of getting funding under President- 
Elect Obama’s infrastructure renewal plan, which could go toward a number of worthy 
projects such as new windows. 


In technology news, 2008 started off on a bad foot with a “catastrophic failure” of the main 
catalog hard drive and back up systems due to too many power outages. Some effort 
retrieved most of the pertinent data, and the system is now better protected. Ending on a 
good note, more patrons are discovering the high speed wireless connectivity at the library 
and as the library received two donated Macintoshes, a third public access “terminal” will be 
set up early in 2009. The library started a web-site this year; it is still somewhat minimal, 
but please check it out at mtcaesarunionlibrary.books.officelive.com. The public libraries in 
NH are looking into a collective purchase of a new catalog computer system which would be 
web-based and more interactive for patrons. Updates will be posted as any news comes 
along. 


Many thanks go to the trustees and Friends of the library. The Trustees have volunteered 
uncounted hours shepherding the library, from taking care of the building to fundraising, 
and the Friends have raised funds and hosted all the children’s parties. The library couldn’t 
go on without them, or without its’ wonderful patrons. If you have any interest in becoming 
either a trustee or friend, please inquire at the library.

SWANZEY CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Swanzey Conservation Commission (SCC) consists of seven regular members and two alternates. 
They volunteer their time to help maintain or improve the quality of the air, soil, water, plants, 
animals, and other natural resources of the Town. We meet on the second Tuesday each month at 
the Town Hall at 7:00 pm. 


Earth Day roadside cleanup: The fourth roadside cleanup was conducted during Earth Week, on 
Saturday, April 19. Eighty-three volunteers collected 236 bags of trash, including 40 bags of 
recyclables, from 19 miles of town roads. Cub Pack 297 once again shone as the premier helping 
group. THANK YOU VERY MUCH to everyone who helped! Some members and several citizens in 
their own neighborhoods pick up roadside trash all year. We remain very grateful to them. 


Conservation Lands: SCC is responsible for monitoring and managing those land parcels under the 
Conservation Land Stewardship Program (CLSP). Conservation lands Honey Hill, Mt. Cresson, 
Muster Property, and the Swanzey Lake dam area were checked and reports submitted to the state. 
This year maintenance work on the Muster Property was done, including re-erection of the sign 
(thanks to Mark Manougian) and clearing around the tower associated with the old firemen’s 
musters. New signs were placed at the principal access sites of the Mt. Cresson Conservation area. A 
parking area was cleared, making egress to the Matthews Road much safer. A new loop trail was laid 
out, which we hope to clear next year. It’s still true that very little land in Swanzey is reserved for 
natural open space. Your Commission thanks you very much for your continued support for the 
Conservation Capital Reserve Fund. That is a substantial step to help preserve Swanzey. 


Conservation Camp: For many years, the Conservation Commission has offered two scholarships to 
town residents who would like to attend camp. This 4-H camp in the White Mountains, administered 
by UNH, runs several one week sessions for campers aged 10-15. Three sessions with different 
emphases run in late June through mid-July. Activities include hiking, fishing, wildlife studies, 
hunter education, and environmental explorations. This year we had two recipients, Levi Hill and 
Gabrielle Sisson. Students interested in applying for this scholarship should write a letter to the 
Conservation Commission at Town Hall early in the year, saying why they would like to attend this 
camp. Formal applications are available from UNH in April. It’s a small camp and fills up quickly, so 
the sooner the application is filed, the better the chances of getting in. 


Other Committees: SCC continues work closely with the Open Space Committee to help preserve 
special places in town. We attend meetings and hearings of the Planning Board, Zoning Board of 
Adjustment, and/or the Selectmen where environmental matters are involved. One member holds a 
joint appointment, another sits on the SWRPC Natural Resources Advisory Committee and one is a 
member on the Ashuelot River Local Advisory Committee (ARLAC). We continue to work with the 
Southwest Region Planning Commission (SWRPC), and the Monadnock Conservancy (MC) relative to 
conserving natural areas in the town. Members attended workshops on new environmental 
regulations and other conservation related matters. 


Permits/Projects: Permit applications for work in wetlands come before us each year and the State 
Department of Environmental Services expects our input. We review all new proposals and ongoing 
projects with respect to their environmental impacts. These investigations frequently involve site 
walks. We try hard to make recommendations that will minimize environmental damage associated 
with development proposals. 


Complaints/Inquiries: Complaints of alleged environmental violations are investigated and where 
appropriate, reported to town and state officials. Illegal dumping of trash, appliances, and tires 
along unpaved roads continues to be a problem. We also endeavor to answer various environment- 
related questions and concerns from citizens throughout the year. 
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Other Activities: 

e Canoe trip: Our annual trip down the river occurs in early May, with all interested persons 
invited. You may not even need your own canoe! Watch for publicity in the spring, with 
numbers to call if you are interested. 

e Bank stabilization project: One of our members worked extensively with a MRHS student on 
a planting project to mitigate damage caused by the excavation on town land on the Matthews 
Road. 

e College Scholarship: This is offered to a Swanzey resident who is a senior at MRHS and who 
intends to major in the environmental field at a college of his/her choice. 

e River Cleanup: Two members participated in the Connecticut River Watershed Council’s 
annual river cleanup held on October 4. 

e River protection signs: We obtained signs to be placed at river crossings denoting the 
Ashuelot as one of the state’s special protected rivers. We are grateful to the Swanzey Public 
Works for having placed the signs. 

e River monitoring: Several members take special training and participate in the monitoring of 
water quality in the river from May to September each year. 

e Web site: Members are working on SCC pages to be added to the town’s web site. 

Wood duck and bluebird nesting boxes have been placed by commission members, with help 
from MRHS students, and have been maintained by them.

ASHUELOT RIVER LOCAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


This year the Ashuelot River Local Advisory Committee (ARLAC), along with other NH Local Advisory 
Committees, was honored with the President’s Volunteer Award in April, and the Spirit of NH 
Volunteer Service Award in the State and Local Government category in November for our efforts to 
advise the NH Department of Environmental Services (DES) and our communities on actions and 
issues to protect and manage the Ashuelot River. This year also commemorated the 20" anniversary 
of the NH Rivers Management and Protection Program. The Asheulot was designated as a protected 
river in 1993. ARLAC members, nominated by local municipal officials and appointed by the 
Commissioner of DES, have been educated in a broad array of issues associated with the River and 
its watershed. It is the hope of the committee to be a resource that works well between the interests 
and concerns of the citizens in the watershed and state authorities. 


This year we performed site visits and submitted comments on 10 projects occurring in Washington, 
Keene, Swanzey, Winchester and Hinsdale; 2 NH Department of Transportation projects; and actions 
on state land in Keene and Winchester. Letters of support were submitted for a NH Office of Energy 
and Planning grant to the Town of Marlow for development of a Natural Resource Inventory, and in 
support of the final report of the DES Ashuelot Pond Drawdown Study. Comments were submitted 
to the Silvio Conte Comprehensive Conservation Plan. ARLAC continued to follow legislation and 
rulemaking, supporting changes to the Comprehensive Shoreland Protection Act and HB 384 
safeguarding surface waters by requiring more stringent reporting of failed septic systems on lakes 
and rivers. We also supported the passage of the comprehensive Alteration of Terrain rules 
established late this year. We continued participation as a member of the NH River Restoration Task 
Force and support the removal of the Homestead Dam which has been delayed for another year. 
This year Keene adopted parts of the 2006 Ashuelot River Corridor Management Plan into its Open 
Space Ordinance. 


The Ashuelot River water quality monitoring program in conjunction with the DES Volunteer River 
Assessment Program (VRAP) continued for its eighth season. Ten sites were sampled from 
Washington to Hinsdale. Analyses were done for temperature, pH, total phosphorus (TP), dissolved 
oxygen, turbidy, conductivity and metals with the City of Keene donating lab services to analyze 
samples of cadmium, copper, lead and zinc. ARLAC members, working with community volunteers 
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collected samples monthly from May through September. E coli samples were obtained monthly in 
July, August and September. Additional sampling in Swanzey was funded by the Swanzey 
Conservation Commission to assess TP and E coli in West Swanzey. Data is available online at

In October ARLAC co-sponsored a cleanup of the river from upstream of the Ashuelot River Park to 
the Thompson Covered Bridge in Swanzey as part of the Source to the Sea cleanup. A total of 204 
volunteers removed 3,976 pounds of garbage plus 25 shopping carts from the river. Also this fall NH 
Protected River signs were purchased and posted in Marlow, Swanzey and Hinsdale. 


ARLAC heard presentations on the results of the Nature’s Conservancy’s culvert study, which found 
most dams in the watershed and 20% of the culverts are a severe barrier to the movement of species 
in the streams; Keene State College students’ study of coal tar pollution in Mill Creek; and the 
Society for the Protection of NH Forests plans for land conservation within the Ashuelot River 
watershed. 


ARLAC invites interested parties to join us at our monthly meetings in Keene on the third Tuesday. 
Do contact your local ARLAC representatives or the Southwest Region Planning Commission for more 
information.

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SWANZEY OPEN SPACE COMMITTEE 


The Open Space Committee (OSC) protects Swanzey’s rural character by permanently preserving 
important open space. We do this by promoting land conservation, talking with landowners, bringing 
together landowners and land trusts, and by promoting the acquisition of land or conservation 
easements. OSC members Deb Crowder, Theresa DiLuzio, Katherine Feist, Bruce Tatro, Jeanne 
Thieme, Dan Zeh and Victoria Reck Barlow always enjoy conversations about options for conserving 
land, as does Town Planner Sara Carbonneau, who supports the Committee’s work. The oxen Buck 
and Ike -- Swanzey’s biggest rural characters -- serve the Committee as ambassadors of open space 
protection. 


In April the OSC celebrated the permanent protection of 230 Swanzey acres, thanks to donations of 
conservation easements by Jean Blood, Mary Jane Perry Gill, and Lewis and Priscilla Perry Kibler. At 
a reception held at the Keene State College Camp on Wilson Pond, the easement holders were 
honored with gift baskets - handwoven in Swanzey -- containing Swanzey-produced food, artwork, 
and textiles. OSC members look forward to celebrating easements completed in 2008 by Richard and 
Barbara Pullen and 234 Old Homestead Realty, LLC. 


Another celebration took place at the annual meeting of our local land trust, where the Town of 
Swanzey and the OSC received the Monadnock Conservancy’s Philip Faulkner Award. From time to 
time, the Conservancy recognizes “an organization, group or individual whose community service 
blends thoughtful land use planning and conservation with well-conceived community development 
and includes a high degree of collaboration among many stakeholders.” The Town of Temple (2005) 
and the Chesterfield Conservation Commission (2006) also have shared this distinction. 


Following the success of the joint OSC/Planning Board/Conservation Commission project to prepare 
conservation residential subdivision regulations (approved in March, 2008, with 72% of Town votes 
cast in favor), OSC members continue to work with these groups to update the Town’s subdivision 
regulations. 


In another joint effort, the OSC is laying groundwork to update the Plan for the Protection of Open 
Space, a chapter of Swanzey’s Master Plan. Thanks to a 2008 grant of technical assistance from UNH 
Cooperative Extension, OSC members spent the summer and fall learning how to interpret data 
contained in the State’s Wildlife Action Plan. Now, members are making presentations to the Planning 
Board and Conservation Commission to “ground check” the State’s data, and thereby refine 
Swanzey’s priorities for open space protection. 


OSC members donated over forty volunteer hours to help expedite Moore Nanotechnology LLC’s 
application for a State wetlands permit. The permit applications triggered new administrative rules 
that rarely have been called into play in New Hampshire, and never in Swanzey. Town Planner 
Carbonneau arranged for NH-DES Wetlands Bureau staff to present special training -- held in Keene, 
to also benefit surrounding municipalities -- on the new rules for compensatory wetlands mitigation, 
which became effective in August 2006. With Carbonneau and Town Administrator Beth Fox, OSC 
members developed policies for handling Town responsibilities in responding to applications of this 
nature, and attained endorsement of the policies from the Conservation Commission and Board of 
Selectmen. In consultation with the Conservation Commission, OSC members worked closely with 
NH-DES staff and project manager Brickstone Masons to propose compensatory mitigation measures 
that would satisfy the State’s administrative rules in the least possible amount of time. All those 
hours of study and deliberation paid off: NH-DES issued the permit in two months, and Town of 
Swanzey received valuable contributions to conserve open space. Jim Phippard, Brickstone Masons, 
later said that he expects similar projects to require five to six months of negotiation. In thirty-one 
years, said Phippard, this permit was hands-down “the fastest I’ve ever gotten, where more than one 
acre of wetlands has been affected.” 


In addition to learning about compensatory wetlands mitigation and the Wildlife Action Plan, some 
OSC members also attended a six-session land conservation leadership training program. Members 
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received in-house training on conservation easement documentation and monitoring, farmland 
succession planning, GIS mapping, and approaches to easements from a business perspective. 


OSC members devoted over forty volunteer hours to preparing an application to the Orton Family 
Foundation for a $100,000 two-year “Heart and Soul” community planning grant. While not funded, 
the Committee’s application resulted in a visit from Foundation representatives with the intention of 
future cooperation. 


The OSC is sponsoring an oral history documentary now underway by Monadnock Regional High 
School student Evan Barlow as his senior project. Designed as a celebration of Swanzey’s history and 
historians, “Swanzey Rural Character — the Movie” will include footage Barlow has collected from over 
sixty interviews with Swanzey citizens. Byproducts include a series of complete interviews — fifteen, to 
date -- that form a new archive at the Swanzey Historical Museum, as well as “A New Vision for 
Monadnock Regional High School,” an interview with high school principal Brian Pickering that was 
aired on Cheshire public access television. OSC members are seeking private funding to finance 
distribution of the “Swanzey Rural Character” DVD to every Swanzey household. 


Throughout the year, the residents of Swanzey have thrown their support behind the Committee’s 
efforts. OSC members are deeply grateful to all those who have made or considered donations of 
easements, taken part in OSC events, contributed invaluable local knowledge and opinions, and 
shared their stories. Like so many citizens, OSC members cherish Swanzey’s rural character -- 
Swanzey’s people, traditions and, of course, its wildlife, natural resources and open space. We 
constantly are reminded of all the many ways that Swanzey’s rural character is well worth protecting. 
It is a privilege to work on behalf of our great town.

In 2008, the second year of the oxen’s ambassadorship, Buck and Ike continued to grow into their 
new job. | 


Growth was clearly evident in late July, when the team of Simmentals made their annual visit to the 
scale house at the Cheshire Fair. Buck, who registered the greater part of the 100-pound team 
weight increase, considers 6,000 to be a nice, round, memorable number. Despite pointed comments 
about obesity from their veterinarian (who Ike considers to be under-insulated), the oxen passed 
their yearly physical examination with a clean bill of health. 


Buck and Ike’s reputations continued to grow as well. In 2008 the oxen were featured in a Weekly 
Market Bulletin article by NH Commissioner of Agriculture Lorraine Merrill, and in articles in the 
magazines NH City and Town and NH To Do. For its 2008 calendar, the NH Local Government Center 
illustrated the month of May with a photograph of the team submitted by Swanzey Town Clerk 
Deirdre Geer. 


At events in Swanzey and beyond, the oxen championed open space protection and its many 
benefits. Buck and Ike led the Monadnock Humane Society’s Walk for Animals, and marched in the 
Old Home Day parade and Monadnock Regional High School Homecoming parade. The oxen 
celebrated their 10 birthday with a party at the Potash Bowl, and gave fifty Swanzey children plush, 
low maintenance versions of themselves as reverse birthday gifts. Buck and Ike attended the 
Monadnock Conservancy’s annual meeting, and received handsome medallions in recognition of their 
contributions. At the Cheshire Fair, the team took second place in the “Best Matched Team” event, 
and came in dead last in a timed obstacle course. (Ike suspects the course was diabolically designed 
for miniature ponies.) 


The Old Homestead and Old Home Day were the highlights of the season. Between rehearsals and 
performances at the Potash Bowl, the sociable oxen visited with friends from the Carpenter Home, 
passers-by, and scores of children and their families. The team successfully navigated their hay cart 
around the stage’s sharp corner, and reveled in the applause during curtain calls. 


A new “Swanzey Rural Character” button features Deb Crowder’s portrait of the oxen. Jeanne 
Thieme’s painting of the team in the Old Home Day parade graces the cover of the latest DVD, “New 
Adventures of Buck and Ike,” which includes stories from Mike Johnson as bonus material. 
Swanzey’s farm stand, 24 Carrots, has designed a fund-raising chocolate bar that bears an edible 
version of the oxen’s portrait. Douglas Cuddle Toy’s plush oxen with red “Buck and Ike” kerchiefs 
continue to find loving homes. 


Buck and Ike are grateful to all the personal assistants who make their appearances possible — 
teamsters Jeanne Thieme, Dana Mannion, Deb Crowder, and Victoria Barlow, safety commissioner 
Katherine Feist, transportation specialist Steve Stowell and, most importantly, team owner Mike 
Johnson, who launched the oxen on their second career. Buck and Ike are grateful for the fine artists 
in their lives, and for filmmaker Bruce Barlow, who captures footage of the oxen’s many adventures. 
Buck and Ike’s friends at Town Hall -- Ruth Snyder, Lori Belletete, and Dee Geer — keep on display 
and help fans purchase the merchandise that pays for winter hay. The Cheshire Horse, Buck and 
Ike’s Friend for the Long Haul, is the oxen’s guardian angel — as well as their favorite place to shop! 


This year Buck and Ike would like to express special gratitude to the Swanzey Board of Selectmen, 
Town Administrator Beth Fox, and Town Planner Sara Carbonneau. Previous employment in the 
forest products industry gave Buck and Ike little exposure to civic matters, and to the complexities of 
town management. Now that they are worldly, Buck and Ike thank their lucky stars for the support 
and encouragement of these five courageous, dedicated and hard-working people. 
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SWANZEY HISTORICAL MUSEUM 


During 2008, volunteers cleaned, sleeved and completed the two Peter Pan Kindergarten and 
Miller photograph albums. A number of loose photographs were cleaned and are now ready 
to categorize and place in albums to be accessioned. A new exhibit was created by using 
some of our signature quilts and the staff added to and rearranged two other exhibits. 


The museum entered a contest to win $25,000 sponsored by the Robert & Karin Findley 
Foundation. It was a challenge extended to all New Hampshire libraries, museums and 
historical societies to help increase their membership. We had a booth at Swanzey’s Old 
Home Day with membership forms available and a special membership letter was mailed out 
to the townspeople. We doubled our membership and although, we didn’t win the contest, 
we wish to thank everyone who supported us and became members. 


We acquired a child’s old school desk donated by Doreen Rinaldi-Lane. We were also given 
an important piece of Swanzey history when the Perry family donated the grandfather clock 
given to David Perry by the Town when he retired as a selectman in 1986. The Open Space 
Committee sponsored the taping of interviews for its documentary, “Swanzey Rural 
Character: The Movie” an oral history of the town, told by its historians and storytellers. 
The museum feels privileged to have eleven unedited DVDs of the interviews with various 
townspeople. 


Some of the projects we hope to complete in 2009 are getting the cleaned, loose photographs 
in albums and finish the album we started on the Arthur Whitcomb, Inc. Company by 
cleaning and filing the large collection of loose photographs documenting the company’s 
growth. Also, we have about 36 scrapbooks filled with newspaper clippings and memorabilia 
that need attention.

SWANZEY REVENUE DEVELOPMENT DISTRICT 


Swanzey Revenue Development District (SRDD) Advisory Board activity in 2008 focused on 
planning for the extension of road, water and sewer eastward toward Route 12 and the 
Cheshire Fairgrounds property. Cost estimates for the proposed work were updated. In 
addition, in partnership with the North Swanzey Water and Fire Precinct, a portion of the 2005 
bond proceeds remaining were committed to extension of an 8” water line along Route 32 from 
Page Court to south of Safford Drive improving the water service to the district. As part of this 
work, closure of the Page Court at its intersection of Route 32 approved by voters in 2006 was 
completed. 


Development creating additional increment to put toward the purposes of the district got a 
boost in 2008 with construction beginning on a parcel within the district along Route 32 ofa 
36,000 square foot facility for Moore Nanotechnologies which is relocating to Swanzey’s 
Industrial Park District from Keene. Activity in 2007 added almost $500,000 in assessed value 
contributing increment toward the district’s purposes resulting in tax increment generated by 
the district exceeding its current debt service obligations associated with Phase I. 


The Board will continue its activities in 2009 as plans move forward. It expects to be a 
participant in joint meetings with Selectmen, property owners and others interested in 
diversifying the town’s tax base with additional commercial or industrial development. The 
establishment by Selectmen in 2008 of an Economic Development Advisory Committee is 
expected to complement the efforts of this advisory board. Further information regarding the 
district and its plans may be obtained by contacting any board member or Town Administrator 
Beth Fox.

C. PRIMARY BUILDING LINE/SETBACK: No primary structure as defined by RSA 483-B, 
shall be built, placed or erected within one hundred twenty-five feet from the reference line as 
defined by RSA 483-B:4,XVII as may be amended.” 

And delete existing Section II.A.6. and replace with: 

“6. Shoreland Protection District. The Shoreland Protection District is hereby established 
as an overlay district which is superimposed over the conventional existing zoning. The uses 
permitted in the underlying districts shall be allowed only if they meet the minimum standards 
promulgated by the State of New Hampshire Comprehensive Shoreland Protection Act, RSA 
483-B (as amended). Pursuant to authority granted by RSA 674:14, this Shoreland Protection

“TI1.AA. ACCESSORY DWELLING UNIT ORDINANCE 
Purpose 
For the purpose of providing expanded housing opportunities and flexibility in household 
arrangements to accommodate family members or non-related people of a permitted, owner 
occupied, one family dwelling, while maintaining aesthetics and residential use compatible with 
homes in the neighborhood. Accessory Dwelling Units (ADU) shall be permitted by Special 
Exception granted by the Zoning Board of Adjustment in the Residence, Rural/Agricultural, 
and Village Business Districts. 


Requirements/Limitations 
1. ADUs shall be secondary and accessory to a one family dwelling unit. 


2. In granting a Special Exception, the Board of Adjustment must find that the ADU is 
developed in a manner which does not alter the character or appearance of the principal 
dwelling unit as a one family residence. 

3. Only one ADU shall be allowed per lot. 

4. An ADU shall only be permitted in a principal dwelling unit in which the owner of record of 
the dwelling personally resides: except for bona fide temporary absences. 

5. Any necessary additional entrances or exits shall be located to the side or rear of the 
building whenever possible. 

6. Attached ADUs shall be designed to allow for possible reincorporating into the principal 
dwelling unit. 

7. At least one (1) common, interior access between the principal dwelling structure and the 
ADU shall be maintained. A second means of egress from the ADU shall be provided. 

8. The gross living area of an ADU shall not be less than 300 square feet or be greater than 
25% of the total floor area of the principal dwelling and ADU. 

9. A building permit for an ADU must be approved and issued prior to its construction. An 
ADU shall have an interconnected fire alarm system and shall meet all life safety and building 
codes. 

10. Adequate off-street parking shall be provided to serve the combined needs of the principal 
dwelling unit and the ADU, minimum three (3) parking spaces to serve both the one family 
dwelling and the ADU. 

11. Adequate provision must exist or be made for motor vehicle ingress or egress and turning 
of vehicles within the site. 

12. The existing or proposed septic system must be certified by a licensed septic designer or 
engineer as adequate to support the ADU and principal dwelling unit in accordance with New 
Hampshire RSA 485-A:38. 


Accessory Dwelling Unit Certificate of Occupancy 
If a property containing an approved ADU is conveyed and the new owner wishes to maintain 


the accessory unit, the new owner shall apply for a Certificate of Occupancy for the ADU. The 
purpose of this section is to ensure that one of the two dwelling units is owner-occupied. 


Procedural Requirements 
An application for Special Exception approval under the auspices of this Section shall require 


that all plans submitted with any application for an ADU building permit denote, describe 
and/or identify the intended ADU area within the principal dwelling unit as such. 


Amendment No. 10: Are you in favor of Amendment No. 10 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance: 


Delete Section XI.B. Non-conforming Building/Non-conforming Structure in its entirety and 
replace with the following: 


“B. Non-conforming Building/Non-conforming Structure: A non-conforming building or 


non-conforming structure may be continued indefinitely and may be repaired or remodeled 
subject to the following limitations: 
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1. Restoration, reconstruction, alteration and/or replacement of nonconforming 
buildings/structures are allowed, provided that the cubic contents and the footprint of the 
original building/structure stays the same or smaller; any nonconforming buildings/ structures 
that have been destroyed in whole or in part by fire, by other natural disaster, or by voluntary 
demolition may be replaced within one year of the damage or demolition in the same or smaller 
footprint and with the same or smaller cubic contents. 

2. The relocation on a lot of a structure that does not comply with the setback 
provisions is allowed provided the new location complies with the setback provisions. 


Amendment No. 11: Are you in favor of Amendment No. 11 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance: 


Amend Section III.U.6. Home Occupations to read as follows: 


“6. Home Occupations may occur within the dwelling unit and/or within an accessory 
structure subject to the condition that the home occupation does not result in the use of any 
area greater than 300 square feet.”

Article 1 To choose by ballot all necessary town officers including Town Moderator, 
Selectman, Trustee of the Trust Funds, 2 Board of Adjustment members, 2 Planning Board 
members, 3 Old Home Day Committee members, a Library Trustee, Supervisor of the Checklist 
and a Sewer Commissioner. 


The following questions to be presented to voters on March 11 were passed by attendees at the 
deliberative session: 


Article 2 Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not 
including appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations voted separately, 
the amounts set forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first 
session, for the purposes set forth therein, totaling $5,200,493? Should this article be 
defeated, the default budget shall be $5,067,427, which is the same as last year, with certain 
adjustments required by previous action of the town or by law; or the governing body may hold 
one special meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13, X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised 
operating budget only. (Recommended by Selectmen)

with no amendments being made.
